Northampton Museum’s future hangs 
in the balance today. 

Arts Council England is set to review 
the museum’s accreditation following 
the sale of the Egyptian statue Sekhemka 
for £15 million. 

If the museum loses its accreditation, 


it would be left ineligible for a range of 
future grants and funding. 

This is something that would be wel¬ 
comed by the Save Our Sekhemka 
Action Group, who wants to see the 
museum punished for selling the statue. 

A spokesperson for the group said: 
“This will hurt and humiliate our town 
in the short term, but at least it will serve 
as a warning to others who would try to 


cash in on the museum collections 
we hold in trust for the future.” 

A spokesperson for Northampton 
Borough Council said: “We await 
the decision of the Museums’ 
Association and will consider their 
findings in due course.” 

In the past two years, Northampton 
Museum has received £167,000 in 
grants from Arts Council England.

Fire and arrest you: 
a match made in 
meeting rooms 

It’s fascinating to watch 
Northamptonshire’s police and fire 
services sidling closer together like two 
shy teenagers at a disco. 

I felt pretty sceptical about it when 
the proposal was first announced. Now 
we have got our first joint police and 
fire station in Thrapston and this week 
the operational and planning teams 
came together. 

You know how it goes. You keep see¬ 
ing each other at the same incidents. 
You get talking and boom, before you 
know it you’re moving in together. Who 
knew that hoses and tasers would mix 
so well? 

Clearly cooperation between these 
services makes sense in a lot of situa¬ 
tions. Having everyone in the same 
room is a big help for planning, unless 
of course the room starts to become 
overcrowded. Then you might have to 
give people offices. But it’s still better 
than the bad old days of separate 
buildings. Unless of course the offices 
become overcrowded... 

I suppose I am struggling to under¬ 
stand what this merger can really mean 

( The two services have 
worked so well together 
why would we want them 
to become one? y 

apart from less money being spent on 
both services in the long run. 

Sharing the cost of backroom opera¬ 
tions is a neat money saver for now. 
Sharing a building in Thrapston has 
given the community a shiny new facil¬ 
ity that might never have come about 
without the joint funding power of two 
services. In fact the two services have 
worked so well together in achieving 
that, it begs the question why would we 
want them to become one? 

The very thing that demonstrated the 
benefits of two separate streams of 
funding - the creation of a fire/police 
station (a Pire Station, a Folice station) 

- seems to be hastening the day when 
there will be just one stream of funding 
to one service (the Fire and Arrest You 
Service). 

The trouble is these savings will only 
work their magic on the books once 
and the population of this county is 
growing, not dwindling. 

The numbers might work on a spread¬ 
sheet but will they in real life?

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It’s bombs, boots and the First World War 


Reporter LAWRENCE JOHN takes a 
closer look an exhibition called A 
Shoemaker goes to War’ set to be 
held at Northampton Museum 



A moving exhibition telling the sto¬ 
ries of local people who served in 
the First World War opens at 
Northampton Museum and Art 
Gallery next month. 

A Shoemaker goes to War’ is one 
of several events being staged as 
part of an exciting 18-month project 
by Northampton Borough Council’s 
museum service and the Royal & 
Derngate to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the start of 
WW1 and explore the legacy of the 
conflict on the town and county. 

The project, called Conflict & 
Community - Northampton 
remembers the First World War, has 
been made possible thanks to an 
award of £73,200 by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF). 

WWI was Britain’s first war in 
Europe in 100 years and it had a 
massive impact on Northampton’s 
shoe industry. A Shoemaker goes 
to War’ tells the stories of some of 
those who went to war and looks at 
the lives of the people who stayed 
behind. 


In July 1914 almost 10,000 men 
joined the Northamptonshire 
Regiment and just one month later 
Britain was at war with Germany in 
what was dubbed ‘the war to end all 
wars’. 

Many left their homes, mothers, 
wives and children with a sense of 
patriotic fervour not seen previous¬ 
ly- 

The loss of lives of those who 
served in the Northamptonshire 
Regiment and Northamptonshire 
Yeomanry, particularly the large 
number who died in the battles of 
Auber’s Ridge and Gallipoli, had a 
massive impact on the borough of 
Northampton. 

Through personal accounts, let¬ 
ters home, family memories and 
military memorabilia, A Shoemaker 
goes to War aims to bring to life the 
stories of local people. 

Here are two of the stories in the 
exhibition: 

Private Peter John Delamare, 

18339 7th Battalion A Company, was 
born in Hoxton in London in 1896 
and later moved to Kingsley Park, 
Northampton with his father, moth¬ 
er, two sisters and two brothers. At 
the age of 15 he worked in the boot 
trade in the rough stuff room. Peter 
enlisted in May 1915 and was a sig¬ 
naller in the 7th battalion A compa¬ 
ny. The 7th Battalion was known as 
Mobbs Own due to the involvement 
of rugby play Edgar Mobbs in the 
Battalion and his rallying call for 
others to join. Private Peter John 
Delamare saw action at Loos, the 
Somme, the Battle of Thiepval and 


the Battle of St. Quentin. In July 
1917 he was awarded the Military 
Medal. He was one of the 32 men of 
the 7th Battalion who returned to 
Northampton in July 1919. 

Private Frank Rowland, 12798 2nd 
Battalion, lived at 12 Bristol Street 
with his parents Henry and Edith 
along with his eight brothers and 
sisters and he worked for St James 
boot and shoemaker Messrs Sutor. 
On 11 April 1915 he joined up and 
on 9 May 1915 he took part in the 
battle of Auber’s Ridge. 

Frank’s battalion took part in the 
action of Bois Grenier, Battle of 
Albert, 3rd battle of Ypres and battle 
of the Somme. Frank went missing 


on 27 May 1918 and was reported as 
a Prisoner of War on 5 July 1918. 
Frank survived his captivity and 
was discharged from the 
Northamptonshires on 1 March 
1919. 

Cllr Brandon Eldred, 
Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet member for community 
engagement, said: “The exhibition 
is one of many events that will help 
us explore how WWI affected the 
lives of local people.” 

“A Shoemaker goes to War will be 
showing at Northampton Museum 
& Art Gallery from 2 August to 9 
November. 

Admission is free.

IPCC report on 
police taser use

Northamptonshire Police is 
one of the forces across the 
country which found itself 
under the mircoscope fol¬ 
lowing a report publsihed by 
The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

The IPCC has issued a series 
of recommendations to 
police force’s across the 
country about their use of a 
taser. 

In the report, the IPCC 
states taser use should be 
closely analysed and each use 
robustly justified to ensure 


the device is being used 
appropriately and not as a 
default when other options 
may be available, 

The report, which fol¬ 
lows an IPCC review 
of complaints and 
incidents relating 
to Taser use from 
2004 to 2013, 
acknowledges 
that Taser can be a 
valuable tool in 
helping police offic¬ 
ers manage difficult 
and challenging situa¬ 
tions. 

The IPCC recommends 
local forces should guard 


against the possibility it is 
being over-used. 

The number of taser uses 
per 100 officers in 2013 in 
Northamptonshire 
was 83 total users in 
a force of 1,220 
officers and this 
equated to 7 taser 
uses per 100. The 
force with the 
highest use was 
Staffordshire with 
33 per 100 officers. 
Dyfed-Powys and City 
of London police forces 
reported the lowest use of 
Taser with two uses per 100 
officers in 2013.

County MP is spot on with new plaque 


Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis unveiled a 
brass plaque in London 
marking the spot of the 
assassination in May 1812 
of Spencer Perceval former 
Prime Minister and Member 
of Parliament for 
Northampton, 

The plaque was unveiled 
on Monday, at 11.45am at 
St. Stephen’s Hall in the 
Houses of Parliament. 


Mr Ellis said: “I think this 
was a fitting memorial to a 
fallen MP. 

“Spencer Perceval was 
Prime Minister in 1812 and 
MPfor Northampton. 

“Everything I do as an MP 
I do for Northampton, the 
town where I was born and 
where I live. 

“And I think it is important 
to do something which 
marks part of the town’s 


history.” 

This is the third project 
which Mr Ellis has been 
involved with at the Houses 
of Parliament. 

The first was a stain glass 
window put in to commem¬ 
orate HM Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee, the second a tree 
planted for the Woodland 
Trust and now a plaque in 
honour of a former PM and 
MP from Northampton.

The only things Peter can 
do is to move his head 
slightly, move his right leg a 
bit and blink - other than 
that he is paralysed. 

Peter’s daughter, Dale 
Robertson said: “This situa¬ 
tion is horrible, really horri¬ 
ble. Dad has had two opera¬ 
tion which have been suc¬ 
cessful. 

“He can move his right leg 
and move his head a little 
but he cannot talk but does 
blink his eyes. 

“We have sent out money 
to help support him and pay 
the bills. The bills to bring 
him home could come to 
more than £30,000. 

“It is estimated it would 
cost £18,000 to bring him 
back with full medical sup¬ 
port and we also have to pay 


his hospital bill which is at 
the moment £10,000. 

“We have received the offer 
of a flight nurse who has 
worked in the UK for many 
years but is from the 
Philippines. 

“We need to get dad from 
Olongapo City to Manila 
which is 90 miles and then 
back to the UK and then to 
either Northampton General 
Hospital or Kettering 
General Hospital. 

“What we really need is a 
airline to give us seats so we 
can get dad home. One of my 
friends suggested asking 
Richard Branson to help...if 
you are out there Richard, 
we so need your help. 


“We are doing our best but 
we are an ordinary family 
and are only trying to raise 
this money out of despera¬ 
tion.” 

The family say the hospital 
will not let him go until all 
the medical bills which will 
amount to of tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds are paid. 

In a bid to raise the money 
needed to bring their dad 
home, they have set up a 
Bring Northampton’s 
Robinson Crusoe Home on 
Facebook. 

Any money which is raised 
will be administered by the 
Northampton Community 
Foundation.
